Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present the Annual Report on the Health and 
Sanitary Circumstances of the District for the year 1969. 


The statistics correspond closely with the National statistics 
and suggest a normally stable position with regard to health. A slight increase 
in deaths from lung cancer is noted, and in spite of the people who scoff at 
the connection of lung cancer with cigarette smoking, there is an increase 
in deaths from this nationally. The increase continues each year, and is 
definitely associated with smoking. 


Reference is made under personal services to the future separation of 
Health and Welfare services, and the hope is expressed that the change will 
benefit the patient. 


The Rural District during the year took an active part in the 
propagation of health information in respect of home accidents and beach 
safety. This health education service by this Council is a useful adjuvant 
to the service carried out by the County Council. 


An annual increased seasonal demand takes place on all the 
environmental services, and as tourism is a main industry the urgency attached 
to our various sewerage schemes is intensified. 


The comparative absence of infectious disease is proof of the 
effectiveness of the immunisation programmes. 


The usual infectious diseases will soon be a thing of the past, 
but present and future vigilance will have to be observed in relation to the 
food transmissible diseases. 


The Chief Public Health Inspector has contributed substantially 
to the Report. I would like to thank the Officers of the Council for their 
co-operation and goodwill and particularly the Public Health Staff for their 
constant help. 


I take great pleasure in being able to take this opportunity of 
expressing not only my thanks but thanks of the Public Health Department to 
the Health Committee for their interest and forward thinking in all matters 
affecting the health of the people of St. Austell Rural District.

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Of the female deaths 51% occurred in the above 75 years age group compared 
with 38% of males. This is in line with national returns - women having a 
jonger expectation of life. 


The main causes of death were, as usual, diseases of the heart and circulatory 
system, which accounted for 160 deaths, while cancers caused 57 deaths, of 
which 13 were due to lung cancer. 


Diseases of the heart and circulation caused 54% of deaths, cancer of all 
forms caused 19% of deaths. These two forms of disease caused 73% of all 


deaths.

Personal Services 


These are the services provided by the Cornwall County Council and include domiciliary 
midwifery, home nursing and Health Visiting, vaccination and immunisation programmes, 
maternity and child welfare, ante and post natal care, care of the sick and after 
care, home helpservices, welfare, mental welfare and care of the handicapped, 

school health services and health education. 


Although there are three child welfare clinics operating in the Rural District, many 
more clinics and services are available to the residents of the Rural District. 


The whole field of health and welfare services has been undergoing change, and the 
cover available to the individual has never been so great. The list of clinics 
which is appended to this section of the report makes fairly impressive reading, 
but it fails to give more than a glimpse of the real cover aimed at and being 

in no small measure achieved. 


During 1969, after field trials, the attachment of nursing and health visiting 
services to individual practitioner services was established. 


The idea was to give each family better medical and nursing cover by each medical 
practice having its own nursing help. It was and is hoped that this more personal 
attachment of nurses and practitioners to each practice will result in greater 
pooling of knowledge regarding patients from birth to old age. 


At the same time a build up of the welfare services has been taking place, and althougt 
a separation of social services will take place, much of the preliminary expansion 

has been carried out. At present the health and welfare services have been working 
Closely together under one roof. It is to be hoped that the separation of departments 
Will. not lead to a separation of the close working which already exists, since, in 

that case the only sufferer will be the patient. 


The County has extended the scope of its health education services and has mounted 
many programmes giving information on a variety of aspects of health. It is pleasant 
to record that this Rural District Council has not been lagging in using various 
means of educating the public in such matters as home and beach safety. 


It will be noted in the following list of clinics that some clinics are now being 
held on hospital premises for the convenience of patients e.g. the cervical cytology 
Clinics at Newquay, which cater also for those Rural district residents adjoining 
Newquay, are held at Newquay Hospital.

oanitary Circumstances 
Water 


® All but two parishes in the Rural District receive mains water supplied by the North 
' and Mid Cornwall Water Board, and this position is expected to be remedied in the 
/ near future. In all, over 80% of the houses receive a mains supply. 


The service is being continuously extended by means of mains extentions and improved 
by renewals and reinforcements. 


The water is tested frequently both for chemical content as well as bacteriological 
State — the results are satisfactory. 


Over 400 samples are taken in various parts of the Rural District each year. The 
water supply has not been fluoridated. 


oewerage 


Nobody would deny the health needs of proper sewerage for the whole of the Rural 
District. Unfortunately, the urgency of the need cannot be matched by the speed 
of getting schemes started. Among various other difficulties and causes of delay 
can be numbered the financial commitments - sewerage schemes being, not a costly 
gusury, but a costly necessity. 


The tendency to group smaller sewerage schemes into larger comprehensive schemes 
is of obvious merit, this has resulted in the St. Columb scheme being combined 
with that for St. Mawgan and Mawgan Porth in one large scheme, which will also 
serve St. Columb Road and Indian Queens. 


The demands of a scheme for Sticker are highlighted by the frequent needs of the 
cesspool emptier for this village, and the nuisances caused by sewage overflows 

on to the highway. This village has grown so rapidly in recent years that the need 
for a sewerage scheme must be pressed. 


It is pleasant to note that the problems of Quintrell Downs and Lane will soon be 

over by connection with the Newquay sewers. Lostwithiel, urgently in need of an 

up to date scheme for many years, can also breathe a little more freely with the start 
oa their scheme in sight. 


Pressure from the River Authority is not unwelcome to the Council, as it merely 
emphasizes the needs which the Council already recognises. 


Public Conveniences 
The Council's public conveniences are maintained by the Engineer. 
Rodent Control 


The Contract with Rentokil Ltd., to carry out rodent control for the Council was 
continued. Satisfactory services have rendered to domestic and commercial premises, 
farms, refuse tips and sewers, 


Beach Safety 


Although the Council employed two lifeguards throughout the season on the only 
surfing beach, it was recognised that small units working in isolation possessed 
disadvantages. Consequently, it was envisaged that by joining forces with a 
neighbouring Authority a larger work force could be acquired and problems of 
cover more easily handled in the future. 
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ocrap Metal Dealers 


Dealers continue to be registered and we have been of some slight assistance 
to the Police regarding stolen metals. 


Animal Boarding Establishments 
There is now only one in the area and this satisfies the obligations. 


Nationai Assistance Act 


One person has been buried and fees incurred have been paid for out of the 
rate fund. 


Petroleum Acts 


Seventy nine premises are licensed. Tests certificates are now required for all 
tanks over 20 years old. 


Litter 


The Act has not been of mech help, it being almost impossible to get sufficient 
evidence for a court action against an offender. Lay—by and other bins are 
emptied as required. Our beaches are scavenged during the season, and there are 
only small isolated trouble spots in the area, 


Derelict cars are becoming an increasing problem, and although not a Public 
Health nuisance are an eyesore. Arrangements have been made with a Scrap Dealer 
to institute a collection of these cars. 


Refuse Collection and Disposal 


Five vehicles make a weekly collection throughout the district except in a few 
cases where a fortnightly collection is carried out. Under a contract with the 
RAF. Station, St. Mawgan, bins are emptied daily. 


In the summer a twice weekly collection is carried out for hotels and caravan 
sites in the interests of hygiene. 


Before the end of the year tipping had commenced at the Councils new Conce Moor 
bip,;- which is about 30 acres in extent and has an expected life of about fifteen 
years. This tip is shared with Bodmin Borough, and both Authorities have resolved 
their worries regarding a site for some time, 


im Spite of the public desiring refuse disposal, and this County being relatively 
dightly populated, the acquisition of sites for refuse disposal are difficult to 


obtain, as several local authorities in the County have been discovering. 


It would appear that as with beach safety local Councils will have to join in 
Bonemes of refuse Gisposal“in the near future.

Inspection and Supervision of Food 
Ice Cream 


Almost all retail premises sell the pre packed article which is stored in 
suitable refrigerators. The shops and mobile ‘vans selling from bulk supplies 

are regularly inspected to ensure that all equipment and hand washing facilities 
are in proper working order, 


Cafes, Restaurants and Food Catering Premises 


Regular inspections of such establishments are made and in the main very good 
standards of cleanliness are being maintained. On all occasions, staff are 
urged to pay attention to the cleanliness of their overalls and particularly 
to wash their hands frequently. 


Meat Inspection - Slaughterhouses 


There are now only five small private slaughterhouses in the area, all owned 
and occupied by country butchers. The quality of animals they purchase is 
first class and this is reflected in the very small amount of condemnations 
found during the 100 per cent inspection. An increased preference for buying 
off the hook to buying off the hoof is evident. 


Poultry Inspection 


There are three Poultry processing premises within the district and in all 3) 
visits were made during the year both for the purpose of inspection of premises 
and poultry processing. 


The total number of birds processed was 480,000 most of them being broilers, 
some battery hens were dealt with and a very small number of turkeys and geese 
for the Christmas festive season. 


The percentage of birds rejected for human consumption was 2% most of these are 
from the hen category, there are very few condemnations of broilers. The total 
weight of rejects amount to approximately 17 Tons 2 Cwts. 


Inspection is carried out generally on the 'spotter' system and as a result of 
inspection visits the standard of hygiene is generally improving. The Slaughter 
of Poultry Act 1970 comes into operation on lst January, 1970 but only one of 

the establishments have yet obtained an approved apparatus for electric stunning. 


Milk 

The publicity with regard to Brucellosis and its attendant dangers to health 
associated with the prohibition retailing raw milk from an infected herd until 
declared clear by the Medical Officer of Health, has resulted in less cases 

of Brucella infection in herds. This good result is being obtained in spite 

of increased sampling. It is hoped that a state of Brucella free herds will 
soon arrive,

Immunisation 


A comprehensive programme of immnisation against diphtheria, whooping cough, 
tetanus, polio, measles and smallpox is carried out, either through County 
Council Clinics or by family doctors, from infancy to the end of school life. 
In addition at eleven years of age B.C.G. vaccination against Tuberculosis 

is carried out in school. The results of the success of these measures can 
be gathered from the gradual disappearance of many diseases which were a 
major cause of morbidity not many years ago. 


Tuberculosis

This shows a marked drop from the previous year. 


Tuberculosis Prevention 


Although the number of deaths from tuberculosis has diminished very notably 
over the years, and the notification of new cases has diminished also, but 
less markedly, a vigorous policy of prevention has been pursued in the County 
of Cornwall. School children in the age group 11 years are offered B.C.G. 
vaccination against the disease. In 1969 following preliminary testing of 

920 children in the selected age group, 79) children received B.C.G. Children 
who have already received the vaccine in early life and show positive reaction 
on testing do not need vaccination and hence the discrepancy between those 
tested and those receiving the B.C.G. Few children show a positive reaction 
who have not received B.C.G. 


In addition to the above, all new cases are visited by the Tuberculosis Health 
Visitor in order to assist in any measures needed to ensure continuation of 
treatment, cases on the list receive follow-up visits, and contacts of cases 
are visited and advice given regarding X-ray examination. Patients receive 
advice regarding the need for care in preventing the spread of the disease to 
contacts. 


The Mass Radiography unit visits St. Austell and Newquay on a fortnightly basis. 
All General Practitioners are notified of the dates and times. Arrangements by 
business and industrial concerns for X-ray examination of staff can be made through 
the Area Health Office, Moorland Road, St. Austell. The numbers can then be geared 
to the capacity of the unit in the time availabl¢.
